buoys have boon taken to Portland for 
trial. They aro designed to bo self-operat- 
ing, and tho plan in to have tho fiction of 
tho waves blow a signal, thus producing a 
sound at all times of day or uight in thick 
or clear weather. They nro doHigned for 
uso on roofd find shallow places on tho 
coast. Tho upper part of the buoy, that 
which is out of tho water, is of cono shapo 
and resembles tho buoys now iu use on thin 
coast with tho exception of a whistle placed 
on tho top. 
A long tube made of iron runs 


doxyu from tho body of tho cono several 
foot, and ia fastened by a suitable anchor 
and chain, off the roof or shoal and is kopt 
from tho whirling motion which might in- 
terfere with tho proper affect of the waves 
by a rudder placed ou ono side of tho tube. 
Tho tuba extends clear through tho cono to 
tho top of tho buoy, where a powerful 
whistlo is placed. Near tho baso of Iho 
cono there is a diaphragm in Iho tube, bo- 
twocn which and the plate on top of tho 
buoy 
extend 
two 
tubes open 
above 


and 
having 
fit 
their 
lower extrem- 


ities ball valves. 
A contra! open tnho lends 


from tho diaphragm to tho whistlo. 
Whoa 


tho buoy is raised on a high or low billow 
then tho space botwcou the constant wator 
lovol and tho diaphragm will bo greatly en- 
larged, and air must como in through Iho 
side tubes to fill that space. Now when tho 
iiiFitruinoiit descends to tho trough of the sea 
again tho diaphragm must descend upon the 
water-piston, and tho air compressed, being 
prevented by the ball valves from escaping 
through the side tubos,is driven out through 
the contra! tubes, and so sounds tho whistle. 
Any disturbance of tho surface of tho wator 
must produce tho above effect. 
Long, low 


ground swells must do it as well as short 
chopping waves ; but of course tho higher 
tho waves the longer is each sound given. 
Tho Round of the whistle of a buoy located 
near Now York has been hoard nine miles 
to loeward, three miles to windward, and 
six miles across tho wind. In dangerous lo- 
calities tho whistles may bo tuned so that 
by tho locality of tho various sounds tho 
soamun will know thoir positions.—[Port- 
laud Press.

ing the surplus fruits of nil kinds; it is like- 
ly that only the boat fruits will bring remu- 
nerative prices this season. 


Cider and Vinegar.— See that all inferior 


fruit is gathered and made into cider, be- 
fore it has a chauco to decay, rejecting nil 
that is partially decayed. 


Seeds.— Gather stoues of peaches and 


plums for raising stocks, and preserve in 
boxes of sand, where they will be kept cool. 
Collect seeds of nil trees which it is desira- 
ble to propagate, AS fast as thoy ripen, and 
flow those sorts . at once, which will not 
keep, and preserve the rest in a cool plnoo 
until spring. • 


Planting.— All laud intended for fall plant- 


lag should be plowed and harrowed, and put 
into proper condition for setting out trees ; 
if 
possible give 
a. good dressing of 


ashes or ground 
bone.

In northern 
localities it is 


better to plow tho land, and allow it to re- 
main until spring ; purchase tho trees this 
fall} and heel them in, to be ready for Bet- 
ting in spring. 


Seed beds of fruit nud ornamental trees 


must be weeded often, olso the tenacious 
fall weeds will render tho work almost im- 
possible, without rooting out tho young 
trees with the weeds. — [Agriculturist. 


The writer of tho weather reports in ono 


of tho English daily papers incidentally re- 
marks that thunder storms are yearly bo- 
coming loss and less fraquent in the vicinity 
of Loudou, and attributes it to tho purifica- 
tion of the Thames, aud tho improved drain- 
age of the city. Ho further says that tho 
course of the most .violent thunder stormy 
follows the lino of polluted rivers, stagnant 
ponds, swampy grounds, aud badly drained 
towns, which exhale large quantities of 
nitrous, sulphurous, aud other unwholesome 
vapora.
